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tntroduction: Through the American Recovery and Reinvestment Act, the Colorado State Forest Service
(CSFS) received a $6.25 million grant from the U.S. Forest Service to create or retain jobs that help
implement high-priority forest restoration and fuels mitigation projects. A portion of the funds also will
create and retain jobs in Colorado's wood products industries.

The CSFS received a second U.5. Forest Service grant for $4.465 million to help fund jobs affiliated with
developing and implementing Community Wildfire Protection Plans.

Interested organizations competed for the grant funds by writing project proposals per guidelines and
requirements set forth in Requests for Proposals. Interdisciplinary review panels evaluated the project
proposals and selected 15 arganizations to receive Recovery Act funding. The estimated distribution of
the funds by county is as follows:
